COMETS 


Comets are made of ice. Every time they pass 
near the sun, some of this ice is blasted away 


and the comet loses mass. A comet could 

orbit for a maximum of about 10 million years 
before it completely runs out of material. 
Evolutionist astronomers realize this and must 
believe that new comets replace vanished 
ones.
